Senator La Follette undertook, to de- 
feat the conference report on the At- 
drich-Vreeland currency bill by talk- 
ing it to death. 


The report was brought up short- 


ly after 1 o'clock and Mr. La Folletfe 
took the floor. He insisted that 
a 


quorum should be maintained at all 
time,s and up to 6 o'clock he had de- 
manded 20 roll calls. The House was 
able to obtain more or less relaxation 
and at the same time keep the sup- 
porters of the 'bill in their seats. The 
heat was excessive and many were 
very restless under this restraint. It 
soon became evident that the 
Re- 


publicans would have 
difficulty in 


maintaining the presence of a major- 
ity and it was just as apparant that 
proceedings 
would 
be 
suspended 


whenever the necessary 47 senators 
were not present. 


Mr. La Follette complained of his 


recent illness and during much of the 
'day leaded strongly on the arm of his 
chair half sitting as he talked. He 
engaged 
Mr. Aldrieh in a colloquT 


concerning the provisions of the cur- 
rency bill and later declaring that the 
chairman of the finance committee 
had not been "frank'1 in his replies, 
he was called to order, and only after 
a vote of the Senate had restored him- 
o his right to the floor did he con- 
tinue his remarks. All senators ex- 
ept Mr. Foraker voted to permit him 
to continue. 


Shortly before 6 o'clock Mr. La Fol- 


lette inquired whether an amendment 
would be agreed to to strike out rail- 
road bonds and stocks from the list 


fcrence agreement, but 
promptly declined the 


Mr. Aldrieh 
offer, saying 


the adoption of the report was the- 
only question before the Senate, and 
adding that so far as he was concern- 
ed he had neither pow»r nor disposi- 
tion to make the concession suggest- 
ed. 


Mr. Aldrieh declared that the re- 


port would remain before Congress 
until March 4, 1909, if necessary.

nant of that once numerous band that 
went out from Licking county to bat- 
tle for their country, is gathered here 
to do honor to their deads comrades, it

had in Newark—that 


memorable July 22, 1S7S, when the 
state of Ohio and then some, flocked 
to Newark to commemorate the an- 
niversary of the 
death 
of General 


James B. McPherson. It was one of 
the first state reunions of the soldiers 
of the Civil war, and was a big thing, 
fully GO.000 strangers being in

Outside on 
the lengthening 
ridges and between 
the abrupt hillsides 
of that intricate 
battlefield lay the 
encampments of the 
two hostile armies, 
ominous and sol- 
emn. 
There were 


few campfires. At 
times could be 


beard the voice of a sentry challeng- 
ing or the drawn out clatter of a horse- 
man on the stone pavement of the cem- 
etery. Daybreak found cautious Gen- 
eral Meade still listening to the reports 
of his division commanders, to their 
stories of misfortune and plans for 
strengthening the line of battle. 


The unexpected was certain to be- 


fall both officers and men, and they 
must be roady to perform miracles if 
need be. An instance of this kind was 
the fight of the Twentieth Maine on 
Little Round Top, in token of which 
the colonel of the regiment, Joshua L. 
Chamberlain, for his daring heroism 
received the medal of honor. 


Little Round Top had escaped the 


vigilance of the Federal commanders. 
This was the smaller of two rough hills, 
strewn with bowlders and bare, slip- 
pery rocks, rising sharply from a wood- 
ed swamp, behind which stretched the 
Confederate battle line. At the foot of 
Little Round Top a body of Union 
troops had been posted. 


It was now afternoon. Lee's attack 


was expected momentarily, and every 
man was waiting intently, with his 
eyes fixed upon the opefi space that 
separated tbe two armies. Just at this 
time, by a fortunate chance. It occurred 
to General Meade to order General War- 
ren to ride over the field in the direc- 
tion of the Round Tops. Warren did 
BO, -and when he came to the foot of 
Little Round Top he left his horse and 
climbed to the summit What was his 
surprise to find at this point only one 
soldier, an officer of the signal corps! 
He no sooner looked about him than it 
became Instantly clear to him that the 
top of this hill was In reality the 
key to the whole position. His aston- 
ishment gave place to consternation. 


With his glass he noted the thickly 


wooded ridge beyond the swamp. 


"Captain," he said, "fire a shot Into 


those woods." 


Thfr captain of the rifle battery aid 


so, and a simultaneous flash of mus- 
ket barrel and bayonet revealed to the 
northern general the presence of a 
long line of the enemy far outflanking 
the position of the Union troops. The 
fact thrilled him. It was most appall- 
ing. A strong force should have been 
Intrenched long ag9 on this hill. Per- 
haps even now it was not too late. He 
rushed off a messenger to General 
Meade with a penciled word to send 
General Warren at least a division to 
hold the position at Little Round Top. 


On the summit Where the signal of- 


ficer was •stationed Ihe musket balls 
were beginning to fly. He folded up 
his flags and was going to leave, but at 
this moment Warren came back and in- 
duced him to keep the flags waving.

ply. "I hope you can hold out until 
the infantry gets into position." 


"I guess I can," answered Lieutenant 


Hazlett. t As a matter of fact, he stayed 
there until he was killed. 


The veteran Chamberlain, now In his 


eightieth year, thus describes the ac- 
tion from this point: 


"Warren started our brigade (Vin- 


cent's) before, he sent Hazlett's battery 
to Little Round Top. My column pass- 
ed Hazlett getting his guns up by hand 
and handspike to the summit of Little 
Round Top. The Twentieth Maine -was 
placed on the extreme left of the Union 
army. 
The attack, beginning on the 


right of our brigade, rolled rapidly 
upon my front The assault was first 
from the Fourth and Fifth Texas, 
joined by the Fourth Alabama and 
next by the Forty-seventh and finally 
by the Fifteenth Alabama. 


"My regiment iiad already been cut 


down by the casualties of the service, 


so that only 368 
muskets were in 
line. 
We first 


fought without 
seeing the extent 
of the opposing 
force, 
constantly in- 
creasing. Then 
the two" flanking 
regiments 
(Fif- 


teenth and For- 
ty-seventh Ala- 
bama), preparing 
a 'turning at- 
tack,' were met 
by a change of 
f r o n t . I sent

No sooner had Colonel Chamberlain's 


little force reached the portion of the 
hillside assigned to it than It was 
engaged by the Fourth Alabama. Soon 
it saw a dense mass of Confeder- 
ates coming toward its left for two 
strong regiments of the enemy, con- 
taining a thousand men. had been or- 
dered to turn the Union flank at ez- 
actly that position.

flash the grave peril of his command, 
the Maine colonel sent out a company 
to engage this force and ordered five 
companies to swing back until they 
formed a line at a right angle to the

Chamberlain

Retreat might mean the destruction of 
an entire corps. There was no hope 
that supports would be sent him in sea- 
son to save the position. He was re- 
solved never to yield, though it seemed 
that in a few minutes not a man would 
be left alive. 


Colonel Chamberlain thus describes 


what followed: 


"Seeing the desperate situation, I had 


ordered my men to use the cartridges 
of the fallen, friend or foe. When they 
had fired their last cartridge into the 
faces of a rallying force I resolved to 
make a countercharge with the bayo- 
net and so instructed my officers on the 
wheeling flank, on whom the brunt 
was to fall. Returning to my center. 1 
was about to order the movement when 
Lieutenant Melcher, conHnafflcling the 
now salient center company," came up 
and asked if. he might not rush for- 
ward and rescue some of our -wounded 
before the oncoming enemy should 
trample them underfoot 
I admired 


his tenderness and courage and an- 
swered: Tes. sir; I -will give yon a 
chance. I am about to order a charge.' 
I went forward to our colors and 
shouted "Bayonet!' adding 'Forward.11 
But no mortal could hear this, the roar 
of fire and shouts of my men drowning

"We made a sickle sweep, a great 


right wheel, with our whole line, as- 
tonishing the enemy Into surrender or 
wild retreat 
We cleared the whole 


valley between Little Round Top and 
brought back 400 prisoners. I had lost 
half my men oa the center and a third 
of the entire regiment on the line. The 
company I had sent out on our left not 
being at first in the charging line, it 
was made by scarcely more than 200 
men. We later advanced in midnight 
blackness, clambering the rough sides 
of Great Round Top, beyond which 
the remnants of Hood's division had 
retreated, and with the aid of two 
regiments held tbe position." 


The heroic leader of this remarkable 


action, besides receiving the medal of 
honor for his work at Gettysburg, was 
made a brigadier general on tbe field 
In a later engagement by General 
Grant, and in 1865 General Chamber- 
lain was brevetted a major general 
"for 
conspicuous gallantry in action." 


At tfie ceremony of the actual sur- 
render of the arms and colors of Lee's 
army at Appomattox Chamberlain was 
designated to command.

Body of Vice President to Be 


Reburied at Kingston. 


EXHUMED 
AT 
WASHINGTON. 


Remains of New York's First Governor 
, Will 
Lie 
Hereafter In 
His Home 


! Town — Body Well Preserved, Al- 


j though Buried Many Years. 
' The body of George Clinton, twice 
[rice president of the United States and 
first governor of the Empire State, of 
iWbich he was the executive for twen- 
ity-OBe years, was recently exhumed at 


old Congregational cemetery in 


Washington and transferred to the 
'(United States Naval hospital in V.'ash- 
ingtoii, where it now lies, awaiting re- 
flnoval to the old Clinton home at 
Kingston, N. Y. The body was found 
to be in a most remarkable state of 
preservation in spite of the fact that 
it had rested in the leaden coffin for 
ninety-sly years. The chemicals in the 
soil had seemingly petrified most of 
the upper portions of the body and 
bead, and even the cloth of the coat 
and silk of the long stockings seemed 
jto be as strong and substantial as when 
new, says a Washington correspondent 
of the New York Tribune. The granite 
toionument which has so long marked 
the grave in the old cemetery has been 
taken down and started on its way to 
EKingsto'n. The coffin will follow with- 
in a few d.r. s 


The exhumation was witnessed by 


[Louis F. Ganet. a great-grandnephew 
•of Governor Clinton: Benjamin M. 
Brink of Kingston, Chaplain R. R. 
JHoes of the navy, Brigadier General 
E. M. O'ReiUy, surgeon general of the 
army, and Dr. Marcus Benjamin, one 
of the leading officials of the Smithso- 
nian Institution and president of the 
society of the war of 1312. 


After workmen had been engaged for 


two weeks in removing the monument 
and its foundation and an excavation 
ten or twelve feet in depth had been 
Inade no trace of the coffin had yet 
been found. 
By the use of a pole 


'driven in the earth as a probe, exactly 
after the method pursued by General 
Horace Porter in seeking for the body 
of Paul Jones and after considerable 
exploration, the metal box was finally 
struct at a*depth of nearly twenty 
feet The digging was then renewed 
and finished and the leaden box 
brought to light. It was immediately 
transferred to the Naval hospital, 
where Dr. O'Eeilly presided at an au- 
topsy. Measurements of Governor Clin- 
ton's skull were taken, and a minute 
examination of the entire body was 
made. The upper portions of the body 


found to be in a better state of 


preservation than the lower, but con- -^alks, gaS 
sidering the fact that the body had 
'

been in the coffin for nearly a century 
all agreed that its lifelike appearance 
was remarkable. 


It is the intention of Governor Clin- 


ton's descendants in New York and 
New England to make the reburial the 
great feature of Kingston's Memorial 
day exercises. 
On that day the old 


town will celebrate its two hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary, and it will be 
a source of the greatest pride to all the 
citizens to be able at the same time to 
pay fitting homage to the memory of 
their most distinguished townsman. 


If present plans are carried out the 


body of Governor Clinton will be ac- 
companied to the Union station in 
Washington by an imposing military 
escort, led by General Bell, chief of 
staff of the army. In the procession 
will be representatives of patriotic or- 
ganizations, companies of marines and 
soldiers from the \arious branches of 
the service and a targe attendance of 
government officials and private citi- 
zens. President Roosevelt has been in- 
vited to attend and if he cannot be 
present will send a representative. The 
body will be accompanied from Wash- 
ington by a guard of honor selected 
from the patriotic societies and will 
make the journey from the capital to 
New York city by train. The railroad 
company has signified its desire to 
transport the comn as •well as the 
monument to New York free of charge. 


At New York the coffin will be trans- 


ferred to a revenue cutter and w-ill 
probably be escorted" up the Hudson 
by several torpedo boats. The transfer

Professor C. J. Chamberlain Survived 


Three Earthquakes and a Pursujt by 
a "Tiger," but Discovered the Oioon, 
a Plant of the Geological PeTiod. 
Thrilling stories were told by Pro- 


fessor Charles J. Chamberlain of the 
University of Chicago, who returned 
the other day to Chicago from a bota- 
nizing expedition in Mexico with re- 
membrances of three earthquakes he 
passed through unharmed and an es- 
cape from a "tiger" which pursued him 
for an hour along a desolate mountain 
trail. The Chicago botanist has also re- 
turned with the prize he went to seek 
on behalf of the Bota*nical Society of 
America, the dioon, a species of the 
sago palm, which will furnish the little 
sprays of green that are worn in honor 
of Palm Sunday. 


Professor Chamberlain rejoices far 


more over his triumph in bringing back 
the dioon thas on. his success in surviv- 
ing the earthquake and the tigert says 
a Chicago correspondent of the Kansas 
City Star. The dioon is descended from 
the geological period and not until re- 
cently has it been known that any 
specimens of that rare and ancient 
plant were still in existence. But the 
university has been eagerly discussing 
stories which have leaked out about the 
professor's adventures. 


"Three earthquakes are about enough 


for one trip," declared Professor Cham- 
berlain, with a laugh, as he turned 
from showing a specimen of the dioon, 
a nut as big as a man's head, to his col- 
league, Professor Land. "I ran afonl 
of one at Puebla, another on the rail- 
road between Puebla and Jalapa and 
the third at Mitla. 


"The quake which I passed over 


while riding on the train was scarcely 
noticeable to the passengers, although 
it did'much damage to the surrounding 
country. The shock at Mitla was much 
more disquieting. It came in the night 
and woke me out of a sound sleep. The 
first thing I felt when I woke up was 
the bed rocking and twisting under me. 
That didn't feel very pleasant, and it 
was not at all helpful in the comfort- 
ing line to hear the brass candlestick 
on the table at the head of the bed

"But the worst experience of all was 


at Puebla. The first I knew -was that 
the floor began to tilt and undulate. I 
guess 1 was too green to realize that 
the proper thing to do when you get 
caught in an earthquake is to get out of 
doors and away from the danger *of 
toppling walls, because I stayed right 
where I was and grabbed the edge of 
the door to keep from being swayed 
over. 


'•As the floor waved and the walls 


rocked the dishes and ornaments and 
pictures with which the store was 
filled were thrown to the floor, dashing 
all around rne. It certainly kept me 
pretty busy for awhile dodging the 
pieces and keeping on my feet- That 
was the quake which did so much dam- 
age to Jalapa. It threw down one 
house which was being- built in Puebla 
and killed three men, who were buried 
under the falling walls. 


"A little while after the earthquake 


at Puebla I was ndmg near Tuxtepec 
one night when I heard a noise made 
by an animal a little behind me, but a 
trifle to the right I pulled out my 
knife, and my guide and I halted and 
faced the beast. It was black dark- 
ness, and we couldn't see six feet in 
any direction. The guide said it was a 
tiger and that we had better look out, 
but when we stopped the tiger did like- 
wise. The chapparal was so dense that 
we couldn't chase the tiger, and it 
wouldn't do any good to stay in our 
tracks all night, so we went on. Then 
we could hear the tiger stalking after" 
us."During the next hour we halted a 
dozen times when the beast got too 
close to us, and every time w« stopped 
the tiger slunk back. It wasn't until we 
got right up to the village that the tiger 
ceased his pursuit." 


The nut of the dioon (pronounced 


clye-o-on, with the accent on the first 
syllable) which Professor Chamberlain 
brought back is covered with a green- 
ish gray shell, possessing a *uzzy exte- 
rior. Inside every nut are sixty or sev- 
enty seeds, which are about as big as a 
nlum, hard and look like old ivory 
The only place where the dioon is 
, uown to have survived the destructive 
•nfluences of the centuries is a primi- 
tive section of old Mexico, where the 
natives gather the nuts for the seeds, 
which they carve'into whistles and 
toys.
